According to the communication, the conference brought 
together key people from nine Souther: states, many of whom 
came from the deep South to share experiences with leaders 
from North .Carolina, Virginia and Mar-7land and that all 
attending the conference ctook part in workshops on voting, 
civil liberties, joo opportunities, and how to end 
segregation in schools, housing and public facilities. 
In addition, there were also four general cessions. 


“ The communication reported tnat the Board of 
Directors of the SCEF held its semianrual meeting in 
Norfolk in connection with the conference. The Board of 
Directors voted to :ontinve all-out support of the struggle 


in Birmingham which it catled the “most crucial battlefield 
in the South." 


The SCEF condemned the use of court injunctions 
against people demonstrating against segregation. It 
urged supporters throughout the nation to back the boycott 
of stores tuat discriminate in the South, especially 
Woolworth, Kress, Newberry, and oH. L. Green. 


The Board complimented the Federal Government on 
finally acting against recent injustices in Mississippi but 
said that the actions were far from enough and the Government 
should do more. Th: United States Justice Dedartment wes 


urged "to extend the application of Federal power beyond the 
token stage."

The :«.CEF expressed shock at “he assassination of 
WILLIAM MCORE in Alabama. It noted that such murders result 
from the kind of hate generated by serregation. The Board 
voted support of the Freedom Walk started as a memorial to 
MOORE by the Student Non-violent Coordinating Committee and — 
Congress of Racial Equality. 
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The communication reported that Student Non-violent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) nemhers, SCEP directors and 
other confererce participants were among approximately 100 
persons who took part in a vigil for MOORE on the sidewalk 
in- front of tre Fed-ral Butlding in Norfolk, Virginia. The 
vigil was held on the afternoon that MOORE was buried in 
which was the last day of the conferei:ce.

On July 17, 1961, a source, who is familiar 
with the identity of those persons affiliated with the 
Virginia State Bar, Richmond, Virginia, and who has j 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Leonard Winston Holt, residence - 7001 Gregory Drive, 
Norfolk, Virginia,.attorney at 721 East Brambleton Avenue, 
Norfolk, Virginia, was a member in good standing of the 
Virginia State Bar. The source advised that Holt was born 
April 14, 1925, and received his education at the University 
of Redlands and Howard University. 


The February 27, 1960, issue of the "Journal and 
Guide," a Negro newspaper published weekly ir Norfolk, 
Virginia, contains information to the effect that James R. 
Robinson, Congress of Racial lity (CORE), Executive 
Secretary, reported that Leo W. Holt, a Third Pield: 
Secretary, would be sent to the scenss of sit-in demonstrations 
to assist in training students in nonviolent, direct action 
methods. Holt was identified by the newspaper as a 
practicing attorney in Norfolk, who had been associated 
with the Norfolk group of CORE. 


The May 7, 1960 issue of the “Journal and Guide" 
reported that Attorney Leonard W. Holt had recently been 


appointed a Field Representative for CORE and was at that

Since his 
arrival in Boston he has been instrumental in forming a 
Massachusetts Unit of the SCLC of which he is now the President. 
He is also Regional Representative for this organization which 
maintains a local office at 41 Winthrop Street, Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, and which was responsible for organizing and 
sending a group of Protestant clergymen to Williamstown, os 
North Carolina, in 1963, to join a racial protest rally being 
held there. The bulk of Reverend Wood's time is taken up 
with his duties as Director of the Blue Hill Protestant -— - 
Center and what little time he has left he gives to the 
Massachusetts Unit of the SCLC. At the present time the 
Massachusetts Unit has not been activély involved in any 
racial protests since all of its officers are busily engaged 
in their own parish and church activities.

The Southern Patriot, a monthly publication, shows 
that it is published by the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, Inc. (SCEF). - 


The Southern Patriot was cited as an "organ" of the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by the Committee 


on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the SCHW, 
June 12, 1947. ' 


The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
at ty on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 
5 . 


An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
mame of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards 
of the Southerr people in accordance with the highest American 
Gemocratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment 
was dated April 26, 1946. 


A source, who is familiar with some pnases of Communist 
Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on May 15, 1961, 
that during the time the SCHW was in existence, Comzcunist Party 
(CP) members were members of and worked actively in the SCHW. 
However, since the formation of the SCEF, rank and file CP 
members have not been encouraged to work in the SCEF. The 
source stated that the SCEF is a progressive, liberal organi- 
gation, which he considers a CP front organization because 
it has gone along with the CP on certain issues, particularly 
on the racial question, and through the years, certain CP 
members in the New Orleans area have been assigned to work in 
the organization to further CP principles 


On May 15, 1961, the source advised that in the past 
he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive Director of 
the SCEF, to be a communist, if not an actual CP member,

In 1940 he received a Master's Degree in education from Howard 
University and a Bachelor of Divinity Degree in 1942, from the 
same University.

first job. In 1942 he became pastor of the Washington 
Street Baptist Church in Paducah, Kentucky, where he stayed 
for four years.
